Abba  Eban  To  Deliver 
Sherr  Lecture 

S»R»0  [Standing  Room  Only]  is  expected 
at  the  first  Sherr  Lecture  which  will  be 
delivered  by  The  Honorable  Abba  Eban,  on 
Wednesday,  October  5  at  8  P.M.  and  open 
to  all  members  of  the  Synagogue.  Am¬ 
bassador  Eban’s  topic,  “The  Meaning  of 
Jewish  History”,  is  based  upon  the  multi¬ 
part  series  on  Jewish  Civilization  he  devel¬ 
oped  for  PBS  which  will  be  aired  later  this 
year. 

This  lecture  is  the  inaugural  event  of  the 
Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  this 
year,  and  is  made  possible  through  the  gener¬ 
osity  of  the  Sherr  family.  At  the  reception 
which  will  follow  the  lecture,  there  will  be  an 
opportunity  to  meet  Mr.  Eban  and  the  facul¬ 
ty  of  the  Sherr  Institute,  as  well  as  time  to 
register  for  courses. 

Mr.  Eban  was  born  in  Cape  Town,  South 
Africa  and  raised  in  London,  England.  He 
took  a  triple  first  degree  at  Queen’s  College, 
Cambridge,  and  was  appointed  research 
fellow.  On  the  establishment  of  the  state  of 
Israel  in  1948,  he  was  appointed  its  first  per¬ 
manent  representative  to  the  United  Nations 
and,  in  1950,  its  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States. 

In  1959  he  returned  to  Israel  where  he  was 
elected  to  the  Knesset  and  was  included  in 
Ben  Gurion’s  Cabinet,  successively  as 
minister  of  education  and  culture,  deputy 
prime  minister  and  foreign  minister.  In  1967 
he  was  sent  to  negotiate  with  General 
Charles  DeGaulle,  Prime  Minister  Harold 
Wilson  and  President  Lyndon  Johnson. 
Those  who  heard  it,  either  on  radio  or 
witnessed  it  over  television,  will  never  forget 
his  ringing  statement  to  the  Security  Council 
during  the  second  day  of  the  Six  Day  War. 

President  of  the  Weizmann  Institute  of 
Science  from  1958  to  1966,  Abba  Eban  is  a 
member  of  the  Institute  of  Advanced  Study 
at  Princeton,  Fellow  of  the  World  Academy 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  was  a  visiting  pro¬ 
fessor  at  Columbia  University  in  1974. 


Who  studies  in  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult 
Jewish  Studies,  you  ask?  and  what  do  they 
study? 

A  quick  glance  through  the  newly  publish¬ 
ed  brochure  shows  offerings  in  child 
development  and  in  Talmud,  in  Hebrew 
Language  and  in  Jewish  Mysticism,  in  the 
social  problems  of  conversion  and  in  the 
celebrations  of  life  with  little  ones.  Whatever 
time  is  convenient  for  you  is  a  good  time  to 
take  a  course  in  the  Sherr  Institute. 

For  example,  Mrs.  Carol  Kekst  is  teaching 
three  courses  during  the  day  for  mothers  and 
their  very  young  children.  Mrs.  Vivian  Finkel 
is  teaching  the  Hebrew  language  on  the 
beginners,  intermediate  and  advanced  level, 
mornings  and  afternoons.  Mrs.  Rahel  F. 
Bloch  is  teaching  a  course  in  the  evening  in 
beginning  Hebrew  designed  to  enable  the 
student  to  rapidly  participate  in  synagogue 
services. 

Rabbi  Wechsler  continues  his  teaching  of 
Talmud,  this  term  examining  the  Tractate 
Shabbat,  those  sections  which  discuss  the 
laws  of  Hanukkah  as  well  as  the  laws  relating 
to  the  sanctity  of  human  life. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  course  in 
Talmud,  Dr.  Neil  Gillman  will  teach  a  course 
in  the  same  time  slot  on  Milton  Steinberg,  on 
the  50th  anniversary  of  his  assuming  the 
pulpit  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  A  short 
course  on  Jewish  Mysticism  follows  and  in 
the  spring  Dr.  Samuel  Klagsbrun  joins  the 
faculty  to  give  a  course  on  “Jacob  on  The 
Couch”. 

Back  by  popular  demand  will  be  four  ses¬ 
sions  of  Lunch  ’N’  Study  with  Rabbi 
Wechsler  in  the  spring. 

For  parents  of  children  in  the  Mazer 
School  of  Religious  Studies  there  is  a  PEP 
program  and  a  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  Primer  and 
a  workshop  with  Nancy  Samalin  on  how  to 
communicate  more  effectively  with  your 
children. 

Lucy  Dawidowicz  joins  the  Sherr  Institute 
as  a  Scholar-In-Residence  giving  two  lectures 
as  part  of  the  Shabbaton  at  the  synagogue  in 
January.  Madeleine  Cosman  shares  her  love 
of  the  Medieval  and  Renaissance  period  in  a 
lecture  entitled  appropriately  “The  Magnifi¬ 
cence  of  Medieval  Jewry”.

Eban  will  be  speaking  on  “The  Meaning  of 
Jewish  History,”  and  you  will  not  want  to 
miss  his  words.  If  they  prove  to  tempt  you  to 
continue  studying  throughout  the  year,  then 
such  temptation  is  good.
